Cotton Farmers 
to Vote Market 
Quotas Dec. 15 


Some Hempstead county cotton 
growers may be voting in 
their 


seventh cotton marketing quota ref- 
erendum when they go to the polls 
on December 15 to decide whether 
they want quotas on the 1950 crop 
Earl N. Martindale chairman of 
the county PMA committee, said 
today. 


"There are others, however who 


may be voting in their first ref- 
erendum. Especially is this true if 
they were new growers in 1948.. 
Only farmers who grew cotton in 
1948 
are eligible to vote in 
the 
referendum." 


Six referenda have 
been 
held 
since 1938. Around a million grow- 
ers averaged voting in each of the 
referenda and the average percent- 
age is favor of quotas, based on 
the six referenda, is around 90 per 
cent. The highest percentage 
is 


favor of quotas was cast in De- 
cember 1941 when 93.9 per cent 
of the voting cotton growers ap- 
proved quotas. The lowest percent- 
age was cast in December 1938 
when 84.1 percent of those voting 
approved quotai. 
,. "The Secretary of 
Agriculture 
nas declared quotas on the 1950 
crop because it is apparent (hey 
are needed to assure orderly mar- 
keting. We have the machinery to 
handle the growing and marketing 
of cotton m an orderly manner. But, 
before this machinery 
can 
get 


underway the farmer himself must 
approve it. Two-thirds of the farm* 
ers voting in the refendum on De- 
cember 15 must approve quotas or 
they will not be effective on the 
1950 crop." Mr. Martindale said. 


"Vote as you like, but VOTE in 
the referendum on December 15.'''
